He’s offering 
chocolate coated candy with a bit- 
ter taste ... that’s all he’s got left.

The Uptown “Raid”’— 

The waterfront group, like the 
communist party and other strike- 
breaking outfits, are beginning to 
move uptown in their campaign for 
membership. 

In San Francisco this past week 
the head man for the waterfront 
union initiated 19 into the beauti- 
cians’ union now affiliated with 
his CIO. Imagine a _ waterfront 
worker butting into the beauti- 
cians’ business.

This same waterfront laborer, 
only an American citizen for a 
couple years, was the one that tried 
to make the grade as a port com- 
missioner in San Francisco .. . the 
guy sponsored by ’Arry Bridges.

But 
here’s where the CIO failed, and 
failed miserably: There are over 
800 members in the A. F. of L. 
beauticians’ union in San Francisco 
and the CIO was only successful, 
and I shouldn’t say successful, in 
taking away only 19. 

The other 781 are wise to the 
CIO “raiders” and didn’t fall for 
their baloney. 

And what sad faces the CIO 
leaders had when only 19 showed 
up. 
“We don’t like communist leader- 
ship,” the other 781 said.

Communist-Cl0 Attacks on 
"G" Men Scored by Hoover 


Edgar Hoover, director of the 
federal bureau of investigation, 
charged in a public address that 
moves to discredit the “G’ men as 
an “Ogpu” or “Gestapo” emanate 
directly from anti-American groups 
who want to “disrupt the entire 
United States.” 

Mr. Hoover directly accused the 
communist party of issuing orders 
for a “national and concerted” 
|campaign against the F. B. I. 

It was also recalled that in his 
recent West Virginia speech John 
L. Lewis, head of the CIO, attacked

\director of the “G” men provided 
confirmation of the fact that Lewis 
and the CIO are playing the com- 
munist party’s anti-American game. 

Mr. Hoover hit back at the com- 
munists in an address before the 
congress of the Daughters of the

I. as based on “malignant false- 
hoods” and added: 

“By oral and printed attacks nu- 
merous thinly camouflaged organi- 
zations of questionable background 
and endeavor have sought to wash 
away our national foundation in an 
ink-stream of villification. It seems 
inconceivable that in a land dedi- 
eated to freedom there should be 
}So many despicable ingrates. 

“Many of them come from coun- 
tries where political murderers 
have stained their hands with the 
blood of thousands, where every 
decent thing in life has been ray- 
aged, where every man is expected 
to spy upon his neighbor and be- 
tray his best friend and where the 
underlying fundamental principle 
of government seems that of ha- 
jrassing humanity and _ defying 
God.” 

The more than 3,500 delegates 
greeted Mr. Hoover with enthu- 
siastic cheers and hand-clapping.

State President Urges 
All to Rent and Buy 
Union Houses 


Frank C. MacDonald, gen- 
eral president of the California 
State Building and Construc- 
tion Trades Council, issued a 


statement today on the “buy 
your own home” program now be- 
ing carried on throughout the 
country. 


MacDonald said: 

“A national ‘buy your own home’ 
campaign is being carried on. The 
federal housing administration’s 
program has made possible the 
purchase of homes on a long term, 
low payment basis. Homes may be 
purchased under 15 and 20 year 
contracts. This has made available 
to hundreds of thousands of work- 
men the opportunity to acquire a 
home. 


“Organized labor has neglected 
to warn that non-union built homes 
are frequently composed of in- 
ferior materials, incompetently, 
dangerously, and unsafely  con- 
structed. Workmen uninformed 
concerning these dangers are sign- 
ing contracts which bind them to 
make monthly payments during a 
period of 20 years for non-union 
built FHA homes. 

“As it is the policy of organized 
labor to purchase only union made 
articles and materials, I urge all 
persons to rent only union built 
houses and to buy only union built 


homes when in the market for 
same. 
“By so doing it will mean the

Facing the Facts 


You won't discover it from reading the newspapers, but the fact is 
that the CIO suffered a stunning defeat in the General motors elections. 

They expected and prayed for a clean sweep. Instead, the A. F. of L. 
auto workers won outright victories and exclusive bargaining rights in 
five General motors plants; they will get a chance to win over two or 
three additional plants in run-off elections and the patternmakers and 
machinists, between them, won the right to exclusive representation of 
their crafts in five more plants, 

Thus the CIO failed to obtain a strangle-hold on the General motors 
organization. Without such a strangle-hold they are lost. 

This is why. The CIO auto workers’ union is built on sand. It has 
never been able to collect dues from its membership. In the past year 
John L. Lewis has been forced to siphon off some two million dollars 
from the treasury of the united mine workers to finance the auto work- 
ers’ union. This money was used not to organize but to buy union mem- 
bers and union officials. The CIO organizing campaign in the auto union 
was one of wholesale bribery. 

Lewis considered the expenditure of these vast sums as an investment. 
He hoped and prayed the elections would result in a clean sweep for the 
CIO. Then he intended to demand that General motors give him a single 
contract covering all their workers, including the check-off. 

NO CHECK-OFF, NO DUES 

Now these hopes are dashed. The company will insist on bargaining 
separately with the workers in each plant. It has a perfect right to do 
so It will never agree to the check-off. And without the check-off the 
CIO auto workers’ union will continue to be a drain on the CIO and a 
liability to John L. Lewis. 

No union whose officers are bought and whose members have been 
}sold down the river can command loyalty from its members. Without 
loyalty there will be no dues. Without dues, the union will be unable to 
stand on its own feet and operate on its own income. Lewis will have to 
keep on paying the bills. | 

This is a bitter disappointment to Lewis. He gave his hand away in| 
his speech at Flint, Mich., when he said he expected the auto workers’ | 
union to pay back its heavy debts to the CIO. This could have been ac-| 
complished with the check-off. Then Lewis would have been able to milk 
the dues from the CIO auto workers’ union and use the money to finance 
other campaigns. Now he can see no way of getting the CIO out of the 
red. 

These are not all his troubles. He expected to wipe out all competition. 
But the victories of the A. F. of L. auto workers’ union checkmated him. 
He will still have to fight and spend to keep what™he has. The A. F. of 
L. union will never give up. It will continue pressing its organizing 
campaign relentlessly. It will do its utmost to show by example how a 
stable, self-governing, self-disciplined union can benefit its members. It 
will obtain the highest possible wage and the best possible working con- 
ditions for the workers it represents. And it won’t be long until the 
workers represented by the CIO union look with envy at the better con- 
ditions obtained by their colleagues represented by the A. F. of L. 
THE RED DANGER SIGN ‘ 

But Lewis’ outstanding and continuing trouble is that he still has the 
communist wreckers in charge of his auto workers’ union. They are still 
running the union on orders from Moscow. The president of the union 
is a mere figure-head. Even the CIO auto workers’ publicity man is paid 
more than the president. The real control is exerted by communist 
agents who are more interested in stirring up discontent and revolution 
among the workers than in improving conditions. 

And the communists will not let go, even if Lewis should try to force

Another “Grapes of Wrath"? 


Manufacturers ‘Beg’ for More Unemployment in State 


Advertisements have appeared in the daily press ‘3,000 young 
men wanted in the aviation industry in southern California.” 
Thousands and thousands of young men read these advertise- 


ments that tell them in “glittering terms” of the future that awaits 
them in the aviation industry. 


These young men are urged to “learn aviation” in the aviation 
capital of America, southern California, where 55 per cent of the 
nation’s aviation production is located. They are bombarded 
with statistics concerning aviation’s vast backlog, with lurid suc- 
cess stories, with invitations, sugar coated, to climb aboard this 
shining new bandwagon. 

Never a word is said, however, of the security of the job or 
why outsiders must be imported when California has thousands 
upon thousands of mechanics on its unemployed list. What mo- 
tive prompts the importation of the new ‘‘Oakies” and ‘‘Arkies’’? 
Is the “Grapes of Wrath” to become a reality in California? 


The answer is simple to the trade unionists. It is the same old 
story of importation of unfortunate people who believe that $2 a 
day is a good wage. The same old trick of the manufacturers who 
one time imported “‘coolies’’ to glut the labor market and thwart 
organization. It’s the same trick that caused the importation of 
the chinese who built the Central Pacific . . . the Filipinos who 
toil at ‘‘stoop labor” in the lettuce and asparagus fields and the 
“Oakies” and the ‘‘Arkies’ who toil for the peon wage of 85 
cents a day in the harvest fields. 


The whole story doesn't add up. . . it doesn’t make sense. But 
as shortsighted as has been the practice in the past, so it is today. 
The only difference is the ‘‘rosy”’ picture is now painted in the 
aviation industry and not the vegetable fields. 


All of the thousands of young men who trek to southern Cali- 
fornia to seek the “promised land” in the aviation industry will 
not leave the state when they fail. THEY WILL BE ADDED 
TO NEXT YEAR'S RELIEF ROLLS. Another expense for the 
taxpayers all because of the national advertisement of the avia- 
tion manufacturers. 

Too bad that the stuffed shirts of California WILL NOT 
AWAKEN and stop this “‘vicious practice” until it is too late. 
But that is the way it always has been and always will be. It's 
history over and over again. 


Papers Ignore Anti-Trust = 
Suits Unless Labor Is Victim 


When labor unions are charged with violating the anti-trust laws, news- 
papers spread the story all over their front pages, and add sensational 
comments by editors and columnists. 

But when business men are charged with monopoly, the papers print 
just as little about it as possible. There are two typical examples this 
week. 

The federal trade commission issued a formal “complaint” against the 
Wholesale Liquor Distributors’ association of northern California, and 
the Liquor Trades Stabilization bureau of San Francisco, charging them 
with fixing prices by “discrimination against certain dealers,’ and by 
other methods prohibited by the anti-trust laws. 

That story was barely mentioned in some newspapers and was ignored 
by others. None of them, so far as found by a wide survey, printed any- 
thing about an order issued by the F, T. C. against the Southern Vitrified 
Pipe association, Cincinnati, and its “officers, directors and members.” 

The commission ordered them to stop “restraining price competition” 
and maintaining monopoly in the sale of vitrified clay sewer pipe, 
throughout the vast territory east of the Mississippi and south of the 
Ohio and Potomac rivers.

We speak of the Wagner labor 
relations act and the wage-hour 
law.

It is 
hoped that this greatest of working 
man laws may be strengthened or 
clarified, not crucified. 


The wage-hour law, too, is up for 
drastic changes insofar as its jur- 
isdiction is concerned. The farm-

As previously reported this agree- 
ment covers some thirty paint 
plants, and can be renewed, 
changed or terminated in ninety 
days by either side, and provides 
for the same wages and hours as 
prevail in the east bay. There are 
several other sections in the San 
Francisco agreement that differ 
from the agreement accepted by 
Local 1101 last April 23.
